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Tlio author considers the case the most conclusive yet published from the 
point of view of the curves being due to intra-uterlne pressure. Similar 
cases have been reported by Harlow and by Mnkln. 

Ill discussing this cnso Asany referred to the case of an infant brought to 
the hospital when fourteen daye old with live fractures of the long bones. 
Thero was also marked craniotabea and typical deformed rickety chest. 
When seen nine mouths after, the Infant hail two teeth and there was no 
sign of rickets. Excluding cases of achondroplasia, thero was n fair number 
of cases recorded of so-called Intra-uterlne rickets; hut, as far as he knew, 
very few had been examined pathologically shortly after birth. He had 
some doubts as to whother such cases were true rickets. He thought pos- 
aibly they were really cases of osteoporosis, the result of malnutrition during 
intra-uterlne life. They resembled the cases of ostooporosis found in puppies 
fed oil food In which there was a deficient amount of lime-salts. 

Symptoms of Typhoid lever iu Infancy and Childhood.—J. P. Crozeu 
dill WITH (Journal of the Amrrican Mtilirnl Auocialion, 1901, vol. xxxvii., 
No. 7) very succinctly sums up tho symptomatology of typhoid fover in 
young patients in tho fallowing sentences: 

Most cases of this disease, when affecting tho very young, are of tho ambu¬ 
latory type. The child Is hardly Indisposed, although anorexia and head¬ 
ache are soinclimea noted. In a minority of patients vomiting may usher 
in the disease and fover tuny bo high at the outset. 

The mortality of typhoid in childhood is not far from 3 per cent., and, 
roughly speaking, tho younger the child tho better tho prognosis. Thus tho 
mortality is less in the first than in tho second quinquennium. As In adults, 
Ilia roseola is commonly but not uuivcrsslly present. In some cases tho rash 
is vory abundant, covering tho wliolo Integument. 

Enlargement of the spleen ie doubtless constantly present, although not 
always discoverable. Epistaxis is often present, although exact statistics 
sro wanting. The courso of the dlscaso is distinctly shorter In tho young, 
and tlfo average duration Is about sovcntccn daye. 

Diarrhoea Is much icss frequently present In the child, while, on tho other 
hand, vomiting, rare In tho adult, Is of common occurrence, not only os an 
initial phenomenon, but throughout the disease, and it has even been seen 
as a terminal symptom in cases ending fatally. Tympanites and hemorrhago 
aro of raro occurrence In tho child, and tho sarno may ho said of perforation. 
Tho nervous phenomena aro not marked tn childhood. 

Finally, na a point ot great practical significance, It should ho staled that 
tho onset of typhoid in tho child may slmulato meningitis to a moro char¬ 
acteristic extent than iu the adult. 

Observations upon Milk Coagulation and Digestion.— Franklin W. 
White (Journal of the ltotlon Sochi) of Mtdical Scitntt, 1901) has made 
some Important observations as to tho value of various methods of rendering 
tho protcids of cow's milk morq readily digestible. Tho scope of his Inquiry 
covered tho following questions: First, whether or not cereal decoctions 
render tho milk curd moro flno and soft than a simple dilution with water; 
second, whether one cereal Is better than another for this purpose; third, 
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whether or not the property of yielding a fine curd Is wholly duo to the 
starch In solution, and, If bo, what per cent, of starch Is desirable; fourth, 
what is tho value of certain modifications of tbo method j and fifth, wh*t Is 
the effect of lime-water and albumin-water upon the casein curd. 

Tho conclusions of his study aro summarised as follows: 

1. Dilution of milk with cereal decoctions of proper strength renders the 
casein curd much more fine, soft, and digestible than simple dilution with 
water. There is no difference In the action of various cereals, such as 
barley, oats, rlco, and wheat. 

2. The above properly is due mainly, If not wholly, to tho starch In solu¬ 
tion. The most desirable amount of slarch in tho milk mlxturo for practical 
use Is approximately | per cent. 

3. Diastase, by converting tho starch Into dextrine and maltose, promptly 
lessens and removes tho action of cereal waters upon casein, Its addition, 
therefore, is not a practical measure when the action upon the curd Is desired. 

4. Albumin-water has no practical value as a diluent of milk. 

r>. Lime-water added to milk has no more effect than water upon the 
character of the curd produced in the animal stomach. 

The Pathogeny of Night-terrors — Kry (Itevue mentutlle da Maladia de 
W'/antt, May, 1901, p. 217) reaffirms the conclusions of his earlier studies 
on this subject (Jahrbuch /dr KindtrheMkundt, N. F., Bd. xlf.). The views 
of various authorities as to the etiology of night-terrors in children are by 
no means in accord. Somo consider theao attacks as a symptom of another 
disease, as of an intestinal affection, for example; olhora boliove that they 
constitute a disease sul generis, an idiopathic affection of the brain ; while 
yet a third class hold that thero sro two forms, one primitive, another 
secondary. Hey maintains that the phenomenon Is developed and la always 
determined by an obstacle to respiration and h*mato»li, which Is either direct 
or of reflex origin, lloth forms are simply the effect of a slow and pro¬ 
longed intoxication by carbonic acid. In the attack all the symptoms of a 
slow poisoning by carbonic acid are reproduced—suffocation, loss of con¬ 
sciousness, with hallucinations, followed by amnesia after recovery, andenfcc- 
Moment of muscular motility. Tbo slow onset of this intoxication explains 
why the attacks never commence until three or four hours after tho child 
has gone to sleep. Another state which results from tho samo cause, hut 
exhibits symptoms of less intensity, Is tho nightmare of adults. Tho child 
does not ralso himself quickly, but in a maladroit fashion, and cries without 
being able to articulate intelligible words { the tongue Is rigid, and Its move¬ 
ments are made with difficulty; when taken up In the mother*! arms the 
child’s limbs seem heavy and are moved very slowly against the Innly. All 
these signs are the result of a paresis of the muscles. As soon as ho can 
speak he seems oblivious of what Is passing on about him; ho does not 
speak of anything but his hallucinations, and after a certain tlmo which 
suffices to supply the want of oxygen and to purify tho blood of Its surcharge 
of carbonio acid, he asks simply to bo put hack in bod to continuo his Inter¬ 
rupted slumber. 

According to the author's observation tho susceptibility to night-terrors Is 
not Increased by the nervosity of tho child; but tho tendency seems to bo
